University of California 
Shows Americanism 


The Regents of the University 
of California have issued the fol- 
lowing statements concerning the 
loyalty oath: 

On October 11, 1940, the Re- 
gents of the University of Calif- 
ornia concluded that adherence to 
the Communist Party disqualified 
@ person as an cbjective teacher 
and announced the policy of ex- 
cluding Communists from mem- 
bership in the faculty of the Uni- 
versity. For more than eight years 
there was no suggestion that the 
adoption of this explicit policy had 
invaded academic freedom. 

On June 24, 1949, a form cf oath 
implementing this policy, whicn 
had been agreed upon in substance 
by the President of the University, 
the Academic Senate Committees 
advisory to him, and the Southern 
Section of the Academic Senate, 
was adopted by the Regents. 36.5 
per cent of the faculty and other 
employees of the University have 
subscribed to this oath. 


On September 29 and 30, 1949, 


a@ special committee of the Aca- | 


demic Senate met with the Re 
gents. After exhaustive and cord- 
ial discussions, the Regents anu 
the members of the faculty agreed 
unanimously upon a joint state- 
ment reaffirming ‘the objectives 
of the policy excluding members 
of the Communist Party from em- 
ployment, and Communist teach- 
ing and influence from the cam- 
puses of the University.” Also, 
there was agreement that, pend- 
ing further discussions, members 
of the faculty and employees 
should make oath or affirmation 
of their loyalty either by signing 
the oath approved by the Regents 
on June 24, 1949, or by other 
equivalent affirmation acceptable 
to the Regents.” 

Further discussions have now 
been held, and the Regents have 
decided that, as trustees for the 
people of California, they must 
continue to safeguard the free- 
dom of the University against 
ruthless, fanatical and subversive 
minorities in the body politic, such 
as the Communist Party; that any 
member of the faculty who is or 
Shall become a member of the 
Communist Party has violated the 
terms on which he is employed, 
and is not entitled to tenure, which 
involves responsibilities as well as 


privileges, and shall be dismissed,

recommendaticns as in the past. 

The Regents, in the light of the 
|facts herein stated, give notice 
that a condition precedent to em- 
;ployment or renewal of employ- 
ment in the University shall be 
the execution of an oath in the 
form prescribed on june 24, 1949, 
or the equivalent affirmation that 
the appointee is not a member of 
the Communist Party, or under 
any oath or commitment, or a par- 
|ty to any agreement that is in 
conflict with the policy of the Re- 
gents excluding Communists from 
membership in the faculty of the 
| University. Such oath or affirma- 
tion shall accompany the letter of 
acceptance of appointment and 
shall be a part thereof. 

Each appointee will be notified 
that if an acceptance of apoint- 
ment on the terms stated is not 
received by the Secretary of the 
Regents on or before April 30, 
1950 he will be deemed to have

A reduction of more than $750,- 
000 in the annual freight bill of 
the California-Arizona citrus in- 
dustry effective April 7 has been 
agreed to by the railroads, it was 
announced jointly today by the 
Califcrnia Fruit Growers Ex- 
change and the Mutual Orange 
Distributors. The saving will re- 
sult from the cut in citrus freight 
rates in the territory east of Chi- 
cago. 

The announcement released by 
F. R. Wilcox, assistant general 
manager of the California Fruit 
Growers Exchange, and Robbins 
Russel, general manager of Mu- 
tual Orange Distributors, is as 
follows: 

“This is indeed welcome news 
to the citrus industry. The increas- 
ing spiral of freight rates has hurt 
the western citrus grower and has 
actually kept some California-Ari- 
zona fruit out of eastern markets, 
resulting in reduced shipments of 
valuable fresh fruit tonnage. 

“The citrus industry has work- 
ed diligently to obtain this down- 
ward adjustment of eastern rates 
ever since last November when 
Florida rates to eastern seaports 
were reduced to meet truck com- 
petition.”

LOS ANGELES — Substantial 
gains in net profits, traffic, and 
net working capital were attain- 
ed by Western Air Lines, Inc. dur- 
ing 1949. 

Preliminary unaudited figures 
show Western made a net profit 
after taxes and all other charges 
for the year of approximately 
$440,000, equal to 84 cents per 
share of outsanding capital stock.

How big are profits? In boom years, like 1929 and 1948, 
profits of well-run companies average about 5¢ to 6¢ out of 
each sales dollar. The best-run companies earn a few cents 
more. Many, however, suffer losses. 


How much do profits cost the customer? Normally, the 
public sets the market price it can, or will pay. The manu- 
facturer —in competition with others — tries to meet it. 
Some efficient companies can make a profit at the market 
price — less able or energetic companies take a loss at the 
same price. 


Since hope of profit is the incentive to compete — to im- . 
prove —a great part of profit money is usually retained to 
finance new equipment and new methods to make the more 
attractive products that will please still more customers — 
and make further profits. Also, what’s left of dividends 
after taxes is usually reinvested in such improvements.
